The Evangelical Lutheran Synod of Kansas convened in 
Thirty-fifth Annual Session, in St. John’s Evangelical Lutheran 
Church, Salina, Kansas, Rev. C. E. Wirick, pastor, Wednesday 
evening, October 15th, 1902, at 8 o’clock. 

The opening sermon was preached by the President, Rev. H. 
L. Yarger, D. D. The theme of his discourse was ‘‘ The Mis- 
sion of Christ.’’ 

Following the sermon, the Holy Communion was celebrated. 


FIRST BUSINESS SESSION. 


THURSDAY, OCTOBER 16, 1902, 9 A. M. 
A half-hour of devotional service was conducted by Rev. A. 
M. Reitzell, after which the Synod was opened in regular form 
by the President, who also offered the opening prayer. 
The clerical roll was then called, and lay delegates enrolled,

The President’s Report. 


Fathers and Brethren - Through the goodness of our heavenly Father we 
are permitted to come together in our Thirty-fifth Annual Convention. 

It is a matter of gratitude to God that through the year none of our minis- 
terial members have been called away by death. With a few exceptions, there 
has been among us little sickness ; most of us have enjoyed a good measure of 
health and strength with which to prosecute the work of the Master. There 
has been commendable zeal shown by most of the pastors, and excellent 
reports have come in of the condition of the charges. We have personally 
visited seventeen of the pastorates during the Synodical year, and have tried 
to be helpful wherever possible. There have been a number of vacancies, 
some during the entire year, and it has been impossible to secure men for them. 

We have carried on an extensive correspondence with a view to getting men 
for fields, but did not succeed in every case. There are two reasons for this. 
First is the small salaries offered to men, salaries on which no man with a 
family can possibly live. This is a matter for our intelligent laymen to take 
hold of and try to rectify. 

The second reason is the scarcity of men. There is a dearth of ministers in 
our church, and the outlook for the future is not bright. We need to get on 
our knees and pray the Lord of the harvest to send more workers into the 
harvest. If the men could be found willing to enter the ministry, the money 
would be forthcoming to support the work.

On the following Sunday 
the same pastor was set over the other part of the charge as pastor, the services 
taking place in Valley Falls. Dr. F. D. Altman delivered the charge to the 
people, and the President of Synod spoke to the pastor on the duties of the 
ministry. 

February 19th, 1902, Rev. A. B. Shrader was installed pastor of the church 
in Lawrence, Kan. Rev, Dr. H. Dysinger delivered the charge to the pastor, 
and the President of the Synod reminded the people of their duties. 

October 12th, 1902, Rev. J. A. M. Ziegler, D. D., was installed pastor of 
the First Lutheran Church of Kansas City, Mo. Rev. Dr. M. F. Troxell, of 
St. Joseph, Mo., delivered the charge to the pastor and Rev. J. W. Ball that 
to the people. In connection with this service an appropriate recognition was 
made of Dr. Ziegler’s twenty-fifth anniversary of his ordination to the Gospel 


AD INTERIM LICENSE. 


At the request of three members of our Examining Committee, I granted 
‘ad interim license to Mr. J. F. Krueger, to be in effect until this meeting of 
Synod. Mr. Krueger served our mission in Hays City during the summer 
vacation, and has now returned to the Theological Seminary in Atchison, 
Kan., to finish his studies. 

September roth, 1902, Mr. C. G. Nielsen presented a request from three 
members of the Examining Committee for license until the present meeting of 
Synod, and the same was granted. Rev. Nielsen was a licentiate of the Ger- 
man Nebraska Synod last year, and will ask for ordination from our Synod. 
He has accepted a call from the church in Beloit, and has been doing accept- 
able work. 

APPOINTMENTS. 

Dr. H. Dysinger having removed from the bounds of the Synod, on Feb- 
ruary 12th I appointed Rev. J. W. Ball to take his place on the committee to 
collect the historical matter for a future history of Synod. 

September 24th, 1902, I appointed Rev. J. C. Jacoby, D. D., to take the 
place of Dr. H. Dysinger on the Examining Committee. 


NEW WORK. 

Kansas City, Kan. Through the persistent efforts of Rev. J. W. Ball, of 
Kansas City, Mo., the Board of Home Missions was induced to make a can 
vass of Kansas City, Kan., to ascertain how many Lutherans could be found 
there. 


Mr. C. E. Sparks, a student of Wittenberg Theological Seminary, was 
engaged to do this work. He spent two months in the city and made a care- 
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ful canvass, and found over sixty Lutheran families there. few of them 
were members of the churches in Kansas City, Mo., but most of them were 
without a church home. On the second Sunday of August a | y school 
was organized, with thirty-four present at the first meeting. | 

On the 14th of September a congregation was organized. There are at 
present thirty-seven members, and a number to be received in the near future. 
They have pledged $400.00 toward the support of a pastor for the first year, 
and have applied to the Board of Home Missions for $500.00 more. A 
pastor has been called, and we trust he will soon be on the ground. Regular 
services are held each Sunday, both morning and evening, in the Knights of 
Pythias Hall. “They make application at this meeting of Synod for admission 
to our body. We can rejoice that at last a beginning has been made in the 
largest city of the State of Kansas. We congratulate Rev. J. Ww. Ball on the 
success of the movement he inaugurated, and offer to Mr. Sparks the thanks of 
the Synod for the work of two months, done at no expense at all to the Synod, 
and with very little remuneration for himself. 

Oklahoma City, Okla. Ter. Our missionary in this city has pecceeded im 
organizing a congregation during the year, and getting the work in that 
important city well under way. The date of the organization sab the number 
of members I do not know. I presume they will apply for admission to the 
Synod at this meeting. 

Waterville, Kan. The congregation organized and served by Rev. I. B. 
Heisey, some miles in the country, has voted to unite with this Synod, and will 
make their application at the proper time. We congratulate our brother on 
the success of his patient labor at that point. a

NEW CHURCHES. 

Our new mission in Oklahoma City, hes 
church home in that city. In November, 1901, they purchased a church 
property from the Christian Church of that city. The purchase price was 
$3000.00. It is a good brick building, well located, and in repair. 
All the furniture was included. After spending a few h dollars in 
beautifying the interior, the church was re-dedicated on the 11th of May, 
1902. Rev. Dr. Carl Swensson, of Lindsborg, Kan., preached the dedica- 
tory sermon in the morning, and Rev. Dr. F. D. Altman, of Atchison, Kan., 
preached in the evening. The property is one well adapted to our needs, 
and is worth much more to-day than was paid for it. | 
On the 21st of April I was notified by Rev. B. F. Pugh that the congrega- 
tion in Ottawa, Kan., had sold both parsonage and church, and with the pro- 
ceeds had bought the large Methodist Episcopal Church in that city, paying 
for it the sum of $3000.00. The old church was given up the 1st of October. 
Full possession of their new home will not be secured until the [st of next 
May. Meanwhile one service each Sunday can be held in it. church is 
@ large stone building, located near the heart of the city, and will} eccommo- 
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date about 1200 people. The principal hindrance to our work in Ottawa has 
been given as the unsuitable location of our church. That difficulty will now 
be removed and a trial can be made in a better location. 

Bush City, Kan. A new congregation was organized in this village within 
the last month. The pastor, Rev. J. F. Petticrew, was assisted by Rev. N. 
W. Lilly, of Kansas City, Mo. Sixteen charter members entered the organi- 
zation. They apply for membership into this body. 


CHURCH BURNED. 

We are sorry to report that on the evening of the 17th of August, 1902, 
our church in Hays City, Kan., was struck by lightning, and in a short time 
burned to the ground. Scarcely anything was saved. The blow was a hard 
and sad one to our mission there. Our people had just expended several 
hundred dollars on improvements, and still owed $100.00 on them when their 
property was destroyed, They received insurance to the amount of $1500.00, 
and, with this as a start, they at once went to work to get subscriptions for a 
new building. They have succeeded admirably; the members and friends 
responded generously, and before many months they hope to have a better 
church building than they ever had before. Though without a pastor, they 
are pushing ahead with the work. They are determined to build without 
debt, and we trust they candoso. We assure them of the sympathy of Synod, 
and bid them God-speed in their undertaking. 


IMPROVEMENTS. 


Several of our churches have made improvements on their church proper- 
ties during the year. The following have been reported to me : 

Hutchinson, Kan. A new furnace has been put under the church and a 
new carpet on the floor. They are also ready to paint the church on the out- 
side, All the cost provided for. 

Abiline, Kan. Our congregation there has expended $550.00 during the 
past year in improving the parsonage. They have now a most convenient 
house for their pastor. 

New Cambria, Kan. In the church in the village the outside woodwork 
and the church steeple were painted, the aisles and rostrum carpeted, and a 
larger rostrum built for the accommodation of the choir. A new organ has 
also been bought during the year. 

Memorial Church of Kansas City, Mo, This church was renovated through- 
out and re-frescoed during the summer months. Opening services were held 
on the 28th of July, 1902, when Dr. L. S. Keyser preached the sermon. 

Atchison, Kan. Two hundred dollars was paid on the bonded indebted- 
ness of this church, and about the same amount expended in improvements on 
the property during the year. 

Bunker Hill, Kan. A new roof was put on the church in Bunker Hill, 
and the interior has been re-papered and beautified.

The following charges are vacant at the present time : 

Morrill, Leavenworth, Vinland, Minneapolis, and Hays City. 

Morrill will probably be supplied by students from the Theologica] Seminary 
at Atchison. 

Vinland has been supplied with some preaching by Rev. R. B. Whitehill. 

Leavenworth was supplied for some time during the year by the students of 
the seminary. Rev. R. B. Whitehill, of Kansas City, supplied them for one 
quarter, but the results did not seem to justify the outlay of money on the part 
of the Board of Home Missions, and the appropriation was discontinged. The 
church property was taken by the assignee of the Phoenix Loan Company of 
St. Joseph, Mo. The furniture is covered by a mortgage held by Rev. J. W.

MISCELLANEOUS. 

stitution printed, to be distributed to the new members as they come into the 
Synod. On discovering that there were several hundred copies of the Minutes 
of 1897, with the Constitution printed in them, still on hand, I instructed the 
Secretary not to do anything in the matter. These Minutes are in the pos- 
session of our Western Theological Seminary, and can be procured, from time 
to time, as needed. By sending one to each new member as he comes into 
Synod, the intent of the resolution of Synod will be carried out. 

2. According to the instructions of Synod, I visited the Minneapolis Mission 
shortly after the last meeting of Synod. I found the people ready and willing 
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to call a pastor. After some delay and continued correspondence a man was 
suggested, who was elected and has accepted the call. One difficulty seems to 
stand in the way of securing pastors, and that is that it takes too long for some 
charges to take action on any matter. A minister who is willing to make a 
change is not willing to wait for months on a charge. There is no reason why 
some action should not be taken at least two weeks after a name is sent in to 
them. A meeting should be announced at once and prompt action taken. 

3. According to the instructions of Synod, I visited the city of Enid, Okla. 
Ter., to investigate the proposition to establish in that city an orphans’ home. 
I found that the whole plan was vague and indefinite, and that the city and 
church were neither in condition to do anything in that line. The time may 
come when such an institution can be established in Enid, but the_time is not 
yet ripe. 

4. December 6th, 1901, there appeared an article in the Lutheran Evan- 
gelist, quoting from the Grace Lutheran Herald, published in Kansas City, 
Mo., by Rev. J. M. Cromer. The article misconstrued the spirit of Synod, 
_ and so seriously reflected on its honor that, as President of Synod, I felt it my 
duty to send a protest to the Zvange/ist publishing such matter, and expressed 
the hope that the publishers of that paper would regard the feelings of their 
friends in this Synod. 

According to action of Synod last year, which instructed the Secretary to 
prefer charges against Kev. J. M. Cromer, should he not remove from the 
place where he was then holding services on or before the Ist of August, 1902, 
the Secretary filed charges of insubordination to Synod against Rev. J. M. 
Cromer on the 20th day of September. Since the charges were filed, Rev. 
Cromer has moved his place of holding services outside the boundary line fixed 
by the Synod. While the removal was not made within the time specified by 
Synod, the will of the Synod has been carried out in the nan, ORE we 
suggest that the incident be now closed. 

On the 12th of June, 1902, Rev. 5. B_ Barnitz, D. D., of Des Moines, 
Iowa, Western Secretary of the Board of Home Missions, departed this life. 
He was for twenty-one years identified with the mission work of our Chureh 
in the West, and took such an interest in the development of our work that we 
feel some special recognition should be given to his years of anxious toil. 
After consulting with the President of the Synodical Society of the Woman's 
Home and Foreign Missionary Society, we decided to recommend that a 
memorial service be held at such a time as would suit both bodies. Knowing 
that those who would be asked to speak on such an occasion would want time 
for thought, I requested Rev. M. F. Troxell, D. D., of St. Joseph, Mo., and 
T. E. Dewey, Esq., of Abilene, Kan., to speak for the Synod at such 
memorial service. 

September 25th, 1902, Rev. A. B. Kirtland and wife celebrated their fiftieth 
wedding anniversary. We extend to our brother and his good wife the hearty 
congratulations of the Synod. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS. 

1. That a committee be appointed to co-operate with the Woman's Home 
and Foreign Missionary Society in arranging for a memoria! service in memory 
of Rev. Dr. S. B. Barnitz, and that the two speakers suggested in my report 
be asked to speak for us at that service. 

2. That a change be made in our Constitution, so that in Article IV., 
Section 3, the words, “‘ within four months of the time of the next Synodical 
meeting,”’ be made to read, “within two months of the time of the next 
Synodical meeting."” This change is recommended so that our Constitution 
may be in harmony with the Formula of Government of our General Synod, 

3. That the Synod elect three new Trustees, one new Member of the 
Advisory Board of Flome Missions, and six Clerical and six Lay Delegates 
to the next meeting of the General Synod. 


STATE OF RELIGION. 
The state of religion in our congregations is a matter hard to determine by 
one who has only the cold statements in the blank reports to guide him. It is 


_ often difficult for the pastor to decide in what spiritual condition his members 


may be, for only God knows the heart of man, and religion is more an internal 
experience or condition than external manifestation. According to the facts 
and figures given by the brethren, there is reason to take a hopeful view of the 
spiritual condition of our churches. Many people are saying, ‘1 was glad 
when they said unto me, Let us go into the house of our Lord,’’ for most of 
the pastors report an increase in attendance at public worship, and many report 
a fair attendance of those who make no profession of faith in Christ. This is 
encouraging, for “ faith cometh by hearing,”’ and, if the people are willing to 
hear, they will likely be led to believe.. Where the Word is faithfully preached 
we can look for souls to be converted. In ten of our congregations special 
services have been held, and 150 conversions are reported as the result. In 
addition to the teaching of the Catechism, there is no doubt that these special 
services are needed and are blessed of God to the conversion of souls. In this 
day, when all the forces of the kingdom of darkness are arrayed against the 


Church, we must utilize all methods possible to awaken the unconverted. 


Our Sunday schools are doing efficient work, not only in giving instruction 
to the young, but in helping to infuse a spirit of liberality among our people. 
On an average, 25 per cent. of those in our Sunday schools are from non- 
Christian homes. These children are not brought into the catechetical classes, 
and it seems to me some special effort should be made to bring them to 
decision for Christ. ‘Decision Day’’ might be a good feature in many of 
our schools. 

Two matters are almost unanimously regretted by our pastors: one is the 
lack of family worship, and the other is the absence of the adults from the 
Sunday schools. It might be well for the Synod to recommend some course 
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of Bible reading for our families. We believe that more reading of the Bible 
in the home would soon bring more of our people into the Sunday school. 

Our pastors, almost to a man, report a growing spirit of benevolence among 
their people. We trust the Treasurer's Report will give a like testimony, 
and that this spirit will continue to grow until we stand with our full appor- 
tionment met to all objects. Let us remember, too, that the apportionment 
is the minimum asked, and then not be satisfied with simply raising the appor- 
tionment. 

We notice that, while this spirit of benevolence has been growing, only two 
congregations in the Synod have increased the pastor's salary. While wages 
have been increased largely among all classes of people, and living expenses 
increased, our people are content to let the pastor labor at the old sum. This 
condition of affairs offers a good field of thought for our laymen. On the 
whole, we believe the Church is in good condition, and that it is not wise to 
inquire why the former days were better than these. | 

The Lord is moving His Church upward and onward.

Report of Trustees of Midland College. 

We regret to report that during the Synodical year the college has had many 
sad visitations. During the month of December Miss Petree was obliged to 
resign her place on account of ill health. In January the trusted and faithful 
Professor Meixel was suddenly called to his reward. In April the college 
had to suspend work for two weeks on account of smallpox, fifteen cases 
having occurred, including Professor and Mrs. Dornblaser. In June Dr. 
Barnitz, of the Board of Education, a true friend of Midland from its earliest 
history, was taken from us. In the month of August Dr. W. W. Campbell, 
who has served on the Board of Trustees as Secretary for a number of years, was 
taken from us, and only a month ago Mrs. Beegle was sadly bereaved in the 
death of her only son, Dr. Herbert Beegle. 
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The college is, however, making steady progress. Last year there were in 
attendance in all departments 160 students, which is the largest enrollment in 
the history of the college. Last June four were graduated from the regular 
college work, besides five from the musical department. 

The college year opened this fall with a large number of new students, 


‘and the total enrollment was the largest we have had at that time of the 


year. 

During the year the Oak Hall debt has been reduced from $1650.00 to 
$550.00 at the present time. The reception rooms of the hall have been 
greatly improved and beautified, and a well dug near the hall, thus giving the 
occupants of the hall, for the first time in its history, drinking-water conveni- 
ences. 

At the Board meeting in June, Professor Peters was elected to fill the place 
made vacant by the death of Professor Meixel, and Miss Berry has since been 
chosen to fill the place made vacant when Professor Dornblaser accepted a 
call to a professorship in Carthage College. Miss Julia Clutz has been made 
an Instructor in the Preparatory Department and Librarian. 

The Board at its last meeting decided to ask the Synods on the territory of 
the college to set apart the Day of Prayer for Colleges as a special day for 
Midland, on which an effort is to be made to raise funds for the Synodical 
professorships. This object is to take the place of the library fund, for which 
contributions have been received on that day.

College Day, and that we make a special effort on that day to raise funds for 
our Kansas Synodical professorship.

The paper placed in our hands is a statement of the official acts of the 
President of Synod, a general review of points of interest in connection with 
the congregations, together with the recommendations made by the chief 
executive of this body. 

The document indicates a very faithful supervision of the work entrusted to 
his keeping. Hibs efficiency in looking after details and encouraging important 
features of our Synodical polity are most commendable. He retires from this 
position having served the Synod well, and merits the sincere thanks of all the 
members of the same. 

Your committee make the following recommendations : 

1. That the references to resignations which do not actually take place be 
omitted in the printed Minutes, and for these reasons: (a) The reporting of a 
resignation implies the possibility of a vacancy and an occasion for executive 
supervision. (4) When there is no vacancy, no report of same is necessary. 

2. Under ‘ Miscellaneous,’’ in No. 2, the eliminating of all except the 
statement concerning the President’s visit to Minneapolis, the recent election 
of a pastor, and the difficulties suggested in the way of promptly securing a 
permanent minister. 

3. That, in view of the removal of Grace Lutheran Church from its first 
location, the charges against Rev. J. M. Cromer be withdrawn, and the Grace 
Church incident be closed. | 

4. That the recommendations of the President be approved and acted upon 
in the order of business under which they properly come, and that the Secre- 
tary of Synod give the notice of the amendment proposed, according to the 
Constitutional form.

Report of Committee on Benevolence. | 
Your Committee on Congregational Benevolence would respectfully report 
that during the year just closed nearly seventy-five letters of encouragement 
have been written and forwarded to the different pastors and to members of 
vacant congregations in our Synod, to some of which we received answers of 
encouragement, four possibly not so encouraging ; while quite a number evi- 
dently did not deem an answer necessary.

1. The thanks of this Synod are hereby tendered to Rev. C. E. Wirick and 
his wife, to the people of this congregation, and the community of Salina for 
the cordial reception and the generous hospitality they have accorded the 
members of this body ; to the choir for the inspiring and artistically rendered 
music they have furnished at our services, and to the daily papers of the city 
for the full and satisfactory reports they have given of our proceedings. We 
recommend that our President be requested to express our sentiments of grati- 
tude at a suitable time during the service on Sunday evening. 
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2. This Synod would take no retrogressive action on the subject of temper- 
ance, but would earnestly declare that we regard the saloon a menace to the 
country and the Church, and only an evil and an evil continually ; that we 
believe in personal total abstinence from all intoxicating liquors as a beverage ; 
that we would advocate the strict observance and enforcement of our temper- 
ance laws; and that we recommend the instilling of temperance principles in 
our schools, homes, Sunday schools, churches, and in all other places where 
it can be wisely and effectively done. 

3. We would re-affirm our confidence in our General Church Boards, and 
pledge ourselves loyally to support them. 

4. We have heard with pleasure the address of Rev. Edward A. Freden- 
hagen, General Superintendent of the Kansas Society for the Friendless and 
Secretary of the State Association of Charities and Correction. At his request 
we would recommend that the President of this Synod appoint a delegate to 
represent this body at the joint meeting of the said societies, to be held at 
Lawrence, Kan., November 19th, 20th, and 21st, and that each church be 
urged to send a delegate to the same meeting. We would also recommend 
that a Committee of Three on Public Institutions be appointed by our President 
to co-operate with Mr. Fredenhagen, and that we look upon the Society for 
the Friendless as an organization worthy of our mora) support.

Report of Committee on Literary and Theological Institutions. 

It is a pleasure to note the good word relative to our two institutions of 
* learning at Atchison as evidence of the report of Midland College. There is 
no doubt but that the success of building up our beloved Church in the West 
depends largely on the success of our Western institutions of learning. The 
crying need of to-day, as it has been for many years, is able and consecrated 
men for the ministry who are willing to labor in the West. Onur sister Synod 
in this section, the Augustana, whose responsibility is the care of the Swed- 
ish settlers in the West and Northwest, just now is suffering from a fearful 
shortage of men. They say they have the means for the support of scores of 
pastors on this territory, but cannot get suitable men. This being the case, 
every pastor should be wide awake in seeking to interest promising and 
talented boys for our colleges, with the thought of recruiting the ministry, so 
that the harvests so ripe for the reaping may be gathered. 

The West being so largely benefited by our institutions on the territory, 
every church should make every possible effort to pay the full apportionment 
for the Board of Education that our professors may be adequately supported, 
and our institutions be maintained on a basis equal to that of other denomina- 
tions on this territory. Our pastors should use their utmost endeavors to per- 
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suade their parishioners to send their children to our colleges when this is 
possible. On the Day of Prayer for Colleges every pastor should preach a 
special sermon on Christian education, seeking to lay our colleges and theo- 
logical seminaries strongly on the hearts of our people, making a special plea 
for both their means and their children. 

We feel that our professors, especially those who are clergyman, should take 
every opportunity to press the claims of the ministry upon the young men of 
our congregations in every pulpit open to them, and for this reason, if for no 
other, they should aim to keep themselves in close and harmonious touch with 
every church on the roll of this Synod. 

There are at present twenty-one students in our Western Theological Semi- 
nary. Rev. Prof. J. L. Neve brought with him eight students from Germany 
on his recent visit, and quite a number will come later as a result of that visit. 
There were six graduates from the seminary last June, three of whom are 
located as pastors on our territory. We note with pleasure the possibility of an 
increase in the endowment of the institution in the near future. To this 
date twenty-eight have graduated from the seminary, twenty-four of whom 
are located west of the Mississippi River.

President’s Report. 


Dear Sisters and Friends : We meet this year in the Twenty-second Annual 


~ Convention of the Woman’s Home and Foreign Missionary Society of the 


Synod of Kansas—twenty-two years of planning and giving, of anxiety and 
trust. Varied, indeed, has been our history. A number of those who were 
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present at the organization of this society are still among us. Many have gone 
to other fields of usefulness, while new workers have been welcomed here. 

In an organization of any kind there are different dispositions. It is the 
same in Missionary Societies, where human nature is much as it is elsewhere. 
Some members are enthusiastic, and would undertake almost any task ; others 
are not so sanguine, but go forward cautiously, fearful of undertaking more 
than they can accomplish. So we continue in the work from year to year, 
doing, we believe, the greatest amount of good. 

Church work is peculiar in Kansas. Some features that are not apparent 
to new-comers become obvious in time. One fact must be admitted by every- 
one who has had any experience, and that is that not all the people who come 
to our Sunflower State come in the interests of the Church, their all-absorbing 
idea being to get either land or its equivalent. This is, no doubt, the reason 
why comparatively few of our churches are beyond the struggling stage. The 
truly faithful are few in number, but in establishing and maintaining the church 
they are doing for the future of Kansas more than can be estimated. 


THE PAST YEAR. 


The work of the year has been encouraging. Even though we have made 
no apparent gain, we have not fallen below former years in our contributions 
as an entire society, and some of the Auxiliaries have given more this year 
than in any previous year of their history. 

During the year the Society of Denver, Col., withdrew from us to join an 
organization in the Rocky Mountain Synod, to which we wish great success. 
The society in Leavenworth has disbanded for the present, but we hope that 
they may soon be able to reorganize. Within the year letters were written to 
quite a number of churches which have no Missionary Societies, urging the 
forming of organizations, but to none of these appeals were any replies made. 
A Young Woman’s Society has been organized at Wellington, and we hope 
others will be reported during this meeting. 

All the appeals made by the General Officers were sent to the Auxiliaries 
promptly, and were put in as urgent a form as possible. 

Our societies contributed to all purposes $2.02 per member, and $107.83 
were sent as a thank-offering. That certainly is a very gratifying report. Our 
contribution to the hospital bed in India is only a little more than half the 
required amount, but, including the amount given to the special call for the 
Back Budget, our contribution is $66.49. The special call, we believe, took 
the place in some societies of the Bed Fund, especially where they could not 
give to both objects. We should try to devise some method by which to cre- 
ate more interest in the India Hospital Bed Fund. 

More than the required amount was contributed to the Jersey City Heights 
Mission. However, part of it was paid last year. The appeal for Immanuel’s 
Mission, Chicago, the object presented to our societies in the closing quarter 
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of this Synodical year, has been responded to by only about half of our Aux- 
iliaries, but we hope others will also contribute to this object. 

From this brief review of our year’s work it will be seen that we are loyal 
to the General Executive Committee, whose appeals are sent out from time to 
time and whose instructions have frequently been made known. Where socie- 
ties were unable to give to the special objects, they sent their contributions 
each quarter to the General Fund, and thus proved that they were keeping up 
the local interest. In time we hope they may be able to contribute to all the 


objects. 
THE COMING YEAR. 


In the year that is before us we should endeavor to make progress. We 
must not continue to stand still, or we will be in danger of going backward. 
Advancement seems to be the important word in the vast field of missions. 
New fields and new opportunities must mean new effort. 

Let us begin in November, our thank-offering month, by asking al! the 
ministers of our Synod to preach some Sunday morning on the subject of mis- 
sions, with particular reference to the woman's part in this great work. It 
will do our people no harm to know about our efforts, even if they cannot help 
us in a direct way; but I am sure that some interest would be aroused, and 
that the thank-offering would greatly exceed that of former years. 

Next, let me urge that we increase our efforts to enlist the young women of 
our congregations in the great work of missions. In these times when there 
are so many interests and attractions for the young people, we must be al! the 
more earnest in our efforts to draw their minds, at least once in a while, to the 
all-important subject of the evangelization of the whole world, and the part 
they should have in it. Young people are a power in the Church, and no 
effort should be regarded as too great on our part to impress on them the influ- 
ence they may exert for good, and the nobility of a useful, consecrated life. 
And to be good and useful must mean also to have the missionary spirit. 

To create an interest in the Children’s Bands and Cradle Roll seems to be 
very difficult, even though all of us see the importance of beginning to train 
the young at an early age. To find just the right person to take charge of the 
work and a suitable time to hold the meetings seem to be the chief difficulties. 
We hope that this part of our work will he thoroughly discussed at this con- 
vention, and that someone will be able to tell us how to make it a success. 
If our Woman's Society is to have a future, we must be diligent in improving 
the present time of seed-sowing. 

Great sorrow has come to our whole Church during the past year in the 
death of our Western Secretary, Rev. Dr. Samuel B. Barnitz. We shall miss 
him sorely, especially here in our Kansas Society, where very few convention 
seasons have passed when he was not present to cheer and encourage, and his 
words were always listened to with the greatest interest and respect. Let 
us heed them now, and go forward in the cause to which he gave so many 
years. | 
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Some of the members of our societies have had sorrow during the past year. 
One who has all along been more than willing to do al! in her power, with her 
numerous other duties, has just passed through the deepest grief, so that she 
well may say, in the tender lines of the poet : 


“Tam weary with a heavy woe! 
The beautiful have left me all alone : 
The true, the tender, from my path have gone.” 


In closing, let me urge upon all of you the importance of loyalty to our 
woman’s work, as well as to all the interests of the Church which we repre- 


sent. 


First Vice-President’s Report, Northeast Conference. 
We are glad to say, as far as we know, there has been one new organization 


during the year. The Young Peoplé’s Missionary Society of Midland College | 
was organized on Sunday, October 12th, 1902. Effingham ladies have been | 


holding meetings with a view of organizing during the coming year. 
There are at least seven congregations in this conference where there are no 


Auxiliaries. In some the membership is so scattered that the women feel they | 
cannot get together. In others the work of the Aid Societies so occupies the 


attention of the women that they have no interest in the cause of missions. 


The local needs are so urgent that they feel that all the money should be | 


expended there. 


If someone could visit these congregations and talk with the women and | 
explain the work, Auxiliaries might be formed ; but whom to send, or how to — 


send such an organizer in a district as weak as ours, isa hard problem. We 


* can only hope and trust that through the efforts of the pastors this result can 


be brought about.

EXTRACTS FROM MRS. FUNK’'S PAPER. 


The one thing most needed is to get our church women to read mis- 
sionary literature. How can they become interested in something they know 


little or nothing about. We, by experience, all know that in proportion to 


our knowledge of any subject we become possessed of a desire to increase 
that knowledge by reading everything attainable pertaining to that rubject. 
Then, if consecration means ‘‘ dedicating to sacred uses,’’ are we women of 
the Missionary Society fully consecrated; are we in earnest; do we pray 
enough ; do we ever take the women of our church, who are indifferent about 
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our work, in prayer to God, and ask Him that He, in His own way, will so 


influence their minds and hearts that they may become willing workers for 
Him? I sometimes fear we often lack trust—do not abide in God. 
. . ‘Then, again, for want of competent leaders we often fail. 


This was followed by talks by Miss Leidigh and Miss Maedel 
on ‘*. Methods that will Interest the Young People.’’ 

_An interesting and instructive paper on ‘‘ Methods that will 
Interest the Children’’ was read by Mrs. John Hoffer, of 


Emporia. 

ie EXTRACTS FROM MRS. HOFFER’S PAPER. 

We would say the first condition to success is the right kind of a leader, 
one who will win the hearts and confidence of the children that she may be 
able to teach them. We must gain the co-operation of the child in order to 
make a success of our work. . Our idea is that a Mission Band is 
not so different from the Sunday school, or the day school, or perhaps the 
kindergarten, and that rules which would apply to one would apply to the 
other, The first requisite is a leader, the more proficient the better, although 
we would not be understood to despise the small beginnings ; and right here 
we would say that a consecrated person without training would accomplish 
more real good than the better trained without consecration. Having our 
leader, much would depend upon other conditions, size of band, etc., and 
never at any time would we advocate one person conducting a large band of 
children of various ages, tastes, and habits. It is an utter impossibility to in- 
terest all the band all the time in everything one would teach ; therefore, we 
would advocate division, with unity. . . . . Having prepared ourselves 
upon the subject to be taught, and having as far as lies in our power put each 
child in the condition to receive our instruction, we will now teach. Here, as 
in other institutions, must be brought in the hundred and one devices that 
can be used to best illustrate the subject to be taught. . . . . It seems 
_ that pow the way is paved to an application of the lesson. Draw from each 
” child an expression of his thought, and in this way lead them to find the 
application. 

This was followed by a general discussion of methods. 

A committee from Synod waited upon the convention, re- 
questing that a committee be appointed to meet a committee 
from Synod, to decide upon a time for the Dr. Barnitz Memorial 
Service.

FROM MRS. SHAFFER’S PAPER. 


The invariable progress of the Christian life is from self to others. If others 
do not include the whole human race, the individual fails to attain the fullness 
of his own being or the largeness of his own powers. The spiritual life, like 
the physical, is developed through activity. ‘‘ Faith is made perfect through 
works,”’ Activity i is but another word for service. Christ’s object: in life was 
tosave. The Christian’s object should be the same. . . . . Nothing is 
won without corresponding sacrifice. ‘No man liveth to himself” is not 
written in the Bible only. It is written everywhere, and it is impossible that 
we should do our best for ourselves unless we do our best for others. When 
we come to serve because the ‘‘ love of Christ constraineth us,’’ because it is 
onpagnee Him, we come to the true standard of missionary effort. 

A organization has no power in itself. Its power is in 
its nahen If we are really in earnest in our work, we will give ourselves 
freely, unreserveiily to it. . . . . Another problem that confronts us is, 
how are we to increase the membership of the society? Personal effort is 
solution of this question. The masses must be reached through its units. W 
can never do by proxy what we should do by proximity. Andrew went 
straight after Peter. Peter talked directly to Cornelius. There are at least 
100,000 women in our Church unorganized for aggressive missionary work, 
One by one they must be gathered in. It is not an impossible undertaking, 
We need to work harder and pray more.

_ EXTRACTS FROM MRS. BEEGLE’S PAPER. 

The unparalleled opportunity for mission work, both at home and abroad, 
the urgent need of more missionaries, and the necessity for increasing the 
Auxiliary working force, unitedly cry, “ Forward!’’ The ‘Go ye’’ from 
the Master means “‘ Forward!’’ the ‘‘Come’’ from our too few missionaries 
in the field means “‘ Forward!’’ and the unenlisted majority of our Church 
sisters urges ‘‘ Forward!’’ . From the earliest inception of organ- 
ization to the present state of existence, the agency in the movement has been 
the individual; therefore, further progress depends upon individual effort. 
Each member of each Auxiliary connected with our General Society must go 
forward, and thus, by a concerted movement, greater things may be accom- 
plished for Zion. The growth of our General Society during the last decade 
does not parallel that of the first decade, consequently an advance is imperative. 
The situation is not wholly discouraging, however ; neither are we helpless. 
The Master commissions us; God is for us. We have faith in our member- 
ship ; we have faith in the pastors of congregations lacking missionary societies ; 
and our faith encourages us to hope for increased activity on the part of our 

; As individual mission workers, let us study mission enter- 
us train our young people, upon whom the mantle must soon fall ; let us teach 
the children to be missionary helpers. Thus only can an advance be brought 
about ; thus only can we truly serve the Master whom we love and whose 
example should be our daily study.

EXTRACTS FROM MRS. KISTLER’S PAPER. 


The rural districts have the advantage over the cities and towns, in that there 
is less to take up the time and attention, therefore the people have more leis- 
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ure time, and a greater inclination to prepare the lessons and attend the meet- 
ings. These meetings form a great part of the social life of the community, 
and are welcome breaks in the monotony of rural life, especially during the 
long winter months, . . . . But care must be taken that too much stress” 
is not placed upon the purely social part of the meeting, for, if they lose their 
spirituality, the object for which we are striving is lost. . . . . If each 
member will faithfully and conscientiously do her duty to the best of her ability, 
not only will her own life be enriched thereby, but those with whom she comes 
in contact will be influenced by her example, and they in turn will influence 


others, till in an ever-widening circle a wave of missionary zeal shall spread 
over our own land and reach to the uttermost parts of the earth. .
